I ■ It woidd appear tliat the good folk on 
the Houtlioru frontier do not tiiJte kindly 
to tho fee system introduced by tho now 
Ministry.'

must tako tho matter in hand. The i)oo- 
plo of Kootonay are certainly not over ex- 
acting. They seem coniparativaly content 
with a very moilest share of the yearly ap- 
proprialiouH ; and it is not unreasonable 
■that they Bhould demand tho presence of 
Autbprity'to such an extent as may insure 
'to them the enjoyment of peace and or- 
der — tho commonest bles.sings of British 
rule. Tlioro is a disposition in certain 
(piarttrH to underrate the iniportanco of 
Kootenay. Governments are tooprono to 
mako actual revenue retnma the gauge of 
tJie importanceof outlying communities. It 
would be well sometunes to look a little 
beyond and above more present royonne 
returns. Not only is thoro a sure and cer- 
tain ))rospect of a largo inoroaao in the 
gold yield of that region, but wo are glad 
to learn than many are betakingthomselvcs 
to agricultural occupations, and in time 
wo shall have an important and tlirifty 
frontier settlement. But, as has been in- 
timated, in order that'anypormonent good 
may como out of it, British law and or- 
der 7>iusi bo maintained on our southern 
frontier. That is, as it wore, our e.xtrome 
ontpo.it, and tho reputation of British In- 
stitutions is, in a manner, at stake. 



Tobaooo verans Intellect. 

At tho nearest rocolloction tho in- 
ternal revenue report of tho last year 
Hliowod that the United States con- 
Humed about ten million cigars during- 
that time. Many old smokers prefer 
the pipe to the cigar, and probably as 
much tobacco is consumed in that way 
as in cigars. However out of the wa^- 
numerically tlio p-ovious statement 
may bo, it is true that there are in this 
country juanufaclurors of cigars, 

and they employ 71, 4til men. Wher- 
ever tobacco can be raised the farniar 
finds it one of the most profitjiblo crops 
and consequently is vory apt to culti- 
vate it. Its use increasoH from year to 
year in a greater ratio than the pojni- 
lation. Pco])le dilTer so widely -m; to 
its efl'ects that it is only just, wlicn- 
ever a candid statement is nnuleof any- 
test to give it publicity. Recently at 
tlio Polytechnic School in Paris one 
of the Professors inquired into the 
luibits of the one hundred and sixty 
stiulonts there, and then made a com- 
parison between their devotionn to 
study and to smoke. He found that 
one hundred and two were smokers 
and ns never nsod, or said they never 
used, tlio noxiouB weed. Ho found 
that iu each grade of tho school the 
students who did not smoke outranked 
those who did smoke, and that the 
scholarship of tho smokers steadily de- 
teriorated as the smoking con timied. 
On account of several trustworthy re- 
ports of sucli a nature the Jlinister 
of I^iblic Instruction in France issued 
a circular to the directors of colleges 
and BchoolH forbidding tobacco to stu. 
dents !is injurious to physical and in- 
tellectual developeraent. But a Avriter 
in a Paris medical jcnirnal complains 
tli.at t!ic use of tobacco w ill not pnd^a- 
l)ly cease entirely so Ion;,' as Sunday 
scliools furnish niecrsclmum pipes as 
prizes to the best scliolard. —'TIartford 
Conrant."

Settlement in British C0I-. 
nmbia. 

Some twenty C'anadiiin.s now resident in 
the Western Statos, tired of the life thoy 
lead among foreigners, recently wrote to 
afriond in (Jntario, asking him what pros- 
pects they would have if they settled in 
British Columbia. Their friend wroto to 
s lately arrived British Columbian for in- 
formation, and permits us [Toronto Globe] 
to publish tho following reply :— 

OrrAWA, Fiiii. 7th, 187:1. 

Up to the proseiil,siirvoy;i havonotliean 
mado in British Columbia, subdividing 
the country into townships and lots, but 
with tho e.\cei)tioii of certain portions re- 
served for Indians or public luirjiose.i tho 
whole country has boon open to pro-oni- 
tion. If this system has its objoetionn it 
has also the advantage of allowing a wido 
scope in the selection of land. The survey 
is linally maibs at tho eiponso of tho Gov- 
ernment, and tho only i)aymont required 
at tho tinio of pre-empting in a small foe 
for, registration. The pro-emplion law in 
operation when I left Jiinite.l each partv 
to 320 acres northward and eastward of the 
Cascade MoiiutniuH, and Kill acres on Xhiri- 
couvor Islan.l and tho rest of the Province, 
and required- four years' actual and con- 
tinuous residence upon the h nd, and an 
oipenditiira of 82 50 per aero in improvo- 
ments. Immediately this amount of im- 
provements isdono'tho Ctovernment al- 
lows tho original iiro-ciiiptor to sell the 
claim to any other jiarty. On jiroof of 
this having been done, a'patent would is- 
Ruo on ))ayment of such sum as the Gov- 
ernment might fix, but in w> ea>?o to ex- 
ceed 81 per acre. 

By tho terms of tho union of Brit i.'»h 
Celumbia-with Canada, that Province re- 
linqumhed a bidt of twenty miles on each 
side of the railway in consideration of 
81011, !)(10 pm- aununi to be paid her bv 
Canada, and binds herself, pendinf' 
»lio location of the rnilwav (which 
IS to bo within two vcars from 
July 1871), not to alienat(^Jan'v lands bv 
salo or otherwise.except to actual .settlers, 
under the terms of this i)re-eniptioii law! 
This IS ono reason why Mii-vevs have not 
been made, as lliey "miglit 'have fallen 
within thn railway bell, but next July 
tormm.xtes this jiroliibition to disjiOES of 
lands; and at the present session of tho 
Local Legislature it is intended to enact 
very liiieral land laws, including free 
grants and n Homestead Act. It i.s also 
intended to make surveys. 

Theagricultural lands of British Colnm- 
bia are very rich and jiroductivo, and free 
from timber. All that isr.vpiired is water 
for irrigation to enable a man to put his 
whole farm immediately into crop, and it 
is said that to bring water by ditches and 
tlamo.>5 for many miles even, is less e-ipen- 
sivo than to clear land. .A comprehensive 
system of irrigation will have to bo iiitro- 
ducod by the (iovornnient. and meantime 
settlers are a good deal scattered, as they 
locate themselves only where they can 
tiud mountain springs and streams. 

Ina.ldition to iiis aao acres of pre-omp- 
tion claim, the bona fide occupant may 
lca.so for pasture quito a largo tr.aet of uii- 
occupiod land luljoi nin.r^^ hini, at a mer*lT 
nominal rental. And water or no wateV 
for irrigating; it is certain that anv man 
who has some little means to start "him in 
stock-raising will jirosper in RHtish Co- 
lumbia, for there aro always rivers and 
lakes w hero cattle can got -water. 

Labor is exceedingly high— girls and 
women can got us domestic .servants in 
Victoria, from 820 to .S.'iO per m.nitii and 
board, and men af farm hands and stook- 
nien, on tho mainland, from sSlD to .-^61) 
while skilled labor is worth from SI to $5 
per day. 

I do not believo that theso 20 families 
could possibly do better than go to Brit- 
ish Oolu'mbin. If Ihoy are stead v and 
industrious they aro sura to aueeecd. 

Ofconr.se yon know that catto winter 
out in Jiriti.-,h Columiiia. I m.av add that 
thoy multiidy vory rapidly— co'mmencing 
to breed very young, and growing to a 
very largo size. It ia the rule for a heifer 
to get with calf in her lirst summer. And 
f havo seen a ye.^rli■l,:;• b,-aM that ■^eighod 
■V.ll ])ounds when kille.l ;;nd dressed. ] 
n-as shown a yoke of st.-ers that com!)0- 
tent judges said w.mld wei.irii 1 ,2.'j0 pounds 
each, that wore hard worked all .summer, 
.ind turnnd out in winter to take care of 
thenisolves, and that had never had a 
mouthful of food winter or snnmier that 
tliey had not got liy ,!,-r.i;-,ing. Wheat, 
barlsy, oats, and all graiii.'x" grow ami 
yield abundantly, .--oid of very siijierior 
quality: an.l lurnitis, carr.ds, beets, 
onions an.l polatoe.", for gigantic uiza sur- 
pass anything I have ever seen. A man's 
lalior brings him in a rich return in Brit- 
ish (.'.)!umbia.and there is an abundant de- 
mand, at good prico.s, for all that is pro- 
dlieod.
